PEOPLE HEAR BLIND 
- ORATOR SPEAK . ON. 
“""NEW LIQUOR ACT 


James A. Osborne, Califor- 
nia’s blind orator, spoke toa 
faitly large crowd in the-Elite 
theatre on Monday - é6vening. 
He dealt -with the proposal to 
introduce prohibitory Jaws in 
the province, and told of those 
phasesin, connection with the 
adoption of prohibition that, 
in his opinion, Would prove 
detrimental to the .interests of 
the province and its people, 


He said in part: I am opposed 
to prohibition because prohibi- 
tion is opposed to temperance, 

ivery argument in favor of 
prohibition is an argument 
against temperance and every 
argument in favor of temper- 


ance is an arguinent against 


prohibition, 

The present niode of econ- 
omic production breeds intem- 
perance ina hundred different 
directions, hence nearly all of 
us have some kind of a “jag on” 
Some have a beer “jag”, others 
have a tea or coffee “jag”. Then 
there is the business “jag”, and 
some get..a"jag” from lack of 
business. And then. is 
the pious “jag”, manifesti 
itself in the Holy Rellers and 
other forms of religious demen- 
tia, Finally, there is a large 
element who have the “dry jag” 
The prohibitionists have the 
“dry jag” and want to force 
everyone else to take the same 
kind of a “jag” they have. 

Prohibition is not gnly oppos- 
ed to temperance, but is incom- 
patible’ with science and the 
freedom and intellectual devel- 
opment of the twentieth cen- 
tury. When the state assumes 
to control the thought and 
desire of the citizen it assames 
todo something which is not 
only unnatural, but beyond the 
limitation of its power. For 
this’ reason prohibition has 
beén. a failure» everywhere, 


For example, in the State of 
Maine, the ‘oldest prohibition 
state across the line, there are 
more arrests for drunkenness in 
proportion to population, than 


in any other statein the Union. 


Prohibition in Alberta can 
only mean niaterial disaster,

Some cow- -testing figures given to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents per 
hundred pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows. in the same herd the 
cost, of feed per pound of putter-fat 
is frequently found to vary as much 
as from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow- 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and testing each individual cow’s 
milk soon discovers if any unit mach- 
ines in the milk-making factory are 
not in good economical running order. 
Then plans are laid for keeping the 
type of cow that makes $20 or $30 or 
more. clear profit above the cost of 
feed. Does each one of your cows do 
that? It Will pay you to find out—

in. therAtlantic coast states, we reacli- 
ed the conclusion that we must have 
a‘ gasoline of about 66.gravity.* When 
we got lower than this, we found 
difficulty in starting a car, and whén 
we got a higher test gasoline we d‘d 
not get the power; and so if we had 
stopped here, we would have unhesi- | 
tatingly said ‘Use gasoline as near 66 
gravity as you can get.’ But to our 
surprise when we got into Ohio and 
experimented with © gasoline’ made- 
from Lima crude, we found that 62 
gravity gave the kest results... Work- 
ing farther west, with gasoline made 
from Kansas and Oklahoma crude, 
another surprise met us.

“What did this all means? It seemed 
to tell us plainly and unmistakably 
that gravity was not a true standard, 
It established the fact that the grav- 
ity of gasoline is always heavier or 
lighter, corresponding to the crude 
from which it is produced. 

“Tf gravity is not a true test, what 
is?’ We found ourselves asking the 
question long before we _ had °pro- 
gressed this far in our investigation. 
it seemed to us that the refiners must 
have some method of ascertaining 
whether -or not.a gasoline will meet 
certain requirements, There must be 
some reason why 58 gravity Kansas 
gasoline performs the same as the 66 
gravity Pennsylvania. 

‘As a matter of fact, gasoline is 
known to the refiner simply as a 
member of the naptha family. The re- 
finer knows and distinguishes each 
member of this family, not by gravity, 
but by boiling poiuts. He knows it 
would be impossible to make his! 
goods tiniform by using the fleeting 


‘standard of gravity, but knowing the 


boiling points, he can depend upon 


the quality-of the goods. It is not dif. | 


ficult to understand what boiling point | 
means. It is the point on a Fahren- 
heit thermometer at which a liquid 
will hegin to poil. | 
“The refiner distils a given quantity | 
of gasoline and while it is {: the pro- | 
cess of distillation, ascertains at what 
point each 10% will.boil, until the en- | 
tfre quantity is evaporated or distilled. 
In this manner, he determines what ig 
known as the initial boiling point, as 
well as the maximum boiling point 
and all intervening boiling points.

An American Appreciation 


The Canadians Fully Sustain Western 
Traditions 

Americans can appreciate the spirit 
shown by the Canadian troops in the 
fighting in ‘Ypres, Western traditions 
were sustained by the initiative and 
daring of these neighbors from across 
our northern’ frontier. According to 
the despatches, the situation in which 
the Canadians were placed by the 
German onslaught was such that, un- 
der the ruleg of military manoeuvres, 
they should have retreated and been 
wiped from the field as an effective 
factor. But the western spirit dows 
not recognize rules. It has a way of 
charging when the proper thing to do 
would be to fall back, and it has a 
way of making its violation of proprie- 
ty exceedingly embarrassing to the 
enemy. 

The Canadian line was facing norti 
when‘ the adjoining French line was 
driven in, The rusir of the German 
wedge forced half of the Canadian 
front back, but instead of retreating as 
a whole it reformed at an angle with 
the other half and faced west against 
the flank of the German wedge. From 
this pogition it attacked with such ef- 
fect that the sweep .of the, enemy's 
advance was checked and part of the 
ground regained. : ' 

‘wad it. not been for the refusal of 
the Canadians to follow the rules of 
game, the Germans, in ali probability, 
would have succeeded in throwing a 
ring about Ypres, hemming in the Br't- 
ish forces defending tlie city. 

This is the kind of fighting that 
American troops have made famous. !t 
is the spirited headwork of men who 
have been taught to think for them- 
selves rather than to leave al! the 
thinking to the officers in high com- 
mand. Battle plans’ may be mapped 
out with careful detail in advance, but 
no man is able to forsee the kaleido- 
scopic changes that come in actua 
conflict. At such time the resource 
fulness of the petty officers and the 
rank and file May be the difference be- 
tween defeat and victory.—Chicago 
Evening Post.

Figures which have been compiled 
for the seven wonths ending March 
Silst show that the-aveérage. price of 
wheat in Western Canada Tor that per- 
jod was $1.25% per bushel, and that 
the value of the wheat inspected in 
the western division’ amounted to 
$111,449,410.° During the same period 
the prevailing price for oats was 56% 
cents, and the total value of the oatg 
inspected was $16,416,843. Barley av- 
eraged 70% cents and had a total 
value. of 2,896,140. The average 
price of flax was $1-:37% per bushel, 
and the value of the crop inspected 
amounted to $4,306,448. These ‘four 
items of Western Canada’s crop there- 
fore represent, a value of over $135,- 
000,000, -This, of course, ig not»the 
whole value of last year’s crop, as it 
does not take into consideration grain 
still for sale in the farmers’ hands, or 
grain retained for. seed, feed and 
other purposes.
